dence did not lie in- Thomas Jefferson, but 
in the preachers of Colonial New Eng- 
land. 
The background of the great 


^American experiment, in representative 
government rests on the two centuries of 
.religious devotion and moral earnestness 
[•that preceded the Revolution. It is the 
president's contention that this product 
of the spiritual insight of the Colonial 
fathers, evolved from struggle, priva- 
tion, suffering and deep religious charac- 
ter, is fundamentally sound and endur- 
ing. 
Unquestionably he is right. It is 


the first time in the history of the world 
that a government was created out of the 
scriptures, so to speak, and that its xmder-

LICENSING AUTOMOBILE DRIVERS 
.The District Attorney of Milwaukee 


county has started a drive to have all au- 
tomobile owners licensed, und examined 
both as to physical and mental ability to 
drive a car. It is. as lie points out, 
strange that we_ license the automobile 
and not the" driver. The fact that we do 
not presents one of those peculiar situa- 
tions where a plain social duty is ignored 
and the rights of the public denied, for- 
the benefit of a class deserving of no con- 
sideration. ih;it i* the crcat number of 
incompetent and reckless drivers. The 
question of licensing drivers has been be- 
fore tlio legislature, and has been the sub- 
ject of state-wide discussion for a number 
of years, but nothing has been done for 
the simple reason that the politicians real- 
ize that if the restrictions demanded m the 
interest of public safety were imposed, 
ruling oft the road those drivers who have 
no 
business there, "would cause some 


unpopularity. 
As a matter of fact, it 


would hit that rough and disobedient ele- 
ment with which the unscrupulous poli- 
tian trains and which is always loud if 
not influential. 
It is solely because the 


licensing of drivers would be distasteful 
to the very class which raises the devil 
on the highways and is responsible for 
most of the accidents and law violations 
that the legislation is not enacted. 
The 


politicians either are afraid of them or 
get their support from them. 


But the time is near at hand when the 


superior claims of public security must 
prevail. The number of automobiles has 
reached the point where the reckless and 
incompetent driver must be eliminated. 
As it is today, any person can drive an 
automobile. He may he deaf, half blind, 
partly paralyzed or otherwise physically 
incapacitated: he may be half there men- 
tally, may be lacking in any knowledge 
whatsoever.or traffic laws and regula- 
tions, or may have any number of other 
defects that would disqualify him from 
service, say on a railroad, or in a hazar- 
dous occupation, yet we plant him back 
of the wheel of a high-powered motor car 
containing more potential dangers than 
any force employed in a public way. and 
turn him loose in busy streets and. 
crowded highways. 


Many of these incompetents, in fact 


most of them, could not qualify, even un- 
der training, to drive a locomotive over 
a fixed track on a private right-of-way, 
but we give them carte blanche on the 
roads. It is an absurd situation, and the 
people are paying for It annually in a loss 
of some 25.000 or 30.000 lives, in the 
injuring and crippling of countless thou- 
sands and in the destruction of a, vast 
amount of property. 
Certainly we can- 


not tolerate a condition so glaringly and 
preposterously wrong for long. Every 
day and every year the conditions be- 
come more aggravated, and in the end we 
will be compelled to act in sheer self-de- 
fense. The pity of it is that shoddy poli- 
ticians will not do their duty and act now. 
It is a problem, somewhat akin to that of 
the drunken automobile driver. 
It has 


taken several years of the hardest kind of 
agitation to compel public officers 
and 


courts to do their duty in punishing and 
suppressing him. but we are making prog- 
ress. 
One of these days we shall do the 


same with the incompetent driver; that is. 
we shall by law make it impossible for 
him to own or operate an automobile. In 
addition to this, we shall require every 
owner of a car to furnish a bond or take 
out insurance so that if he is involved in 
an accident, the injured party will have 
the redress he is-entitled to.

Using the cylindrical screen fly trap 


advocated by the Bureau of Entom- 
ology, the government farmers caught 
more than 86 gallons of these pests, 
or about 520.000.00u flies, between May 
and November. Ten 
of these traps 


were used. 


Besides, spraying and elimination of 


all breeding places, cut down the fly 
population tremendously. 


The trap is so arranged that the 


flics are baited into it through a cone- 
shaped entrance, 
the small end of 


which opens into the trap. The most 
satisfactory bait for all-season use 
consists of one part blackstrap mo- 
lasses from sugar cane to three or four 
parts water. 


Only house flics are 
successfully 


trapped. 
Stable flic, which are simi- 


lar in appearance, but can bite are 
controlled by spraying. 
The spray is 


made by using five pounds of dried 
pyrethrum flowers to ten gallons of 
kerosene. 


Spraying 
is applied to the cattle 


during the summer 
for. both stable 


and horn flies, while barns and milk 
rooms are also sprayed for stable and 
house flies. Cattle must be sprayed 
very lightly to avoid' blistering. A bet- 
ter plan is to spray flies as they arise 
from the backs of the animals. 


A large two-bladed electric fan kept 


in operation on the porch of the milk 
house while milk is being carried in is 
effective in keeping them from enter- 
ing the milk room.

partment of Agriculture. 


Maple wilt, which was first report- 


ed in the United States 11 years ago 
is now known in spots in the region 
extending from North Carolina and 
Tennessee to Canada and westward to 
Wisconsin. This disease has been not- 
ed

upon 
Norway and 


sugar maples, according to Depart- 
ment Circular 3S2-C, "Maple Wilt." 


The fungus, which frequently gains 


entrance to healthy trees 
through 


wounds, can be carried from tree to 
irce by insects and by pruning tools 
though there are various other ways 
for it to spread. The rate of spread 
of the wilt varies greatly. • 


The disease has been found princi 


pally upon street trees, but in sev- 
eral different States it has been ob-

nurseries, and in three
